WASHINGTON, (UP) — Presi- 


dent Eisenhower will recommend 
a 
$4000,000,000 slash in. defense 


spending in the- budget message 
he sands to Congress Thursday, in- 
formed sources revealed today. 


They said Mr. Eisenhower 
will 


propose that overall military spend- 
ing in the fiscal year beginning 
next July be held to about $37,- 
500.000,000. 


These sourccsalso disclosed that 


the budget'-will recommend slight- 
ly more funds for the air force, 
key 1o the administration's "new 
look" military strategy. 


This means 
that 
the 
biggest 


spending 
whack 
will fall on the 


army which is being gradually re- 
duced in an effort to emphasize 
air and atomic power. The navy, 
to 
a H-sscr 
extent, also will be 


cut in for less money. 


The budget message, according 


to these informed sources, 
esti- 


mates defense spending for the 
current fiscal year at $41,500,000,- 
000, 
making for a recommended 


spending cut 
of about $4,000,00, 


Actii-il spending 
last 
year, fis- 


cal 1953, totaled 42,60,000,000. 


In 
his State of the Union mes- 


sage Jan. 7 Mr. Eisenhower said 
his budget message would outline a 
cut in federal spending more than 
$5,000,00i:,000 below this year's ie- 
vel or tn about $66,500,00,. 


In view of the planned defense 


cut revealed today, it is clear that 
the military will absorb the lion's 
share of the total cutback for fis- 
cal 1955. 
This could 
harbly be 


otherwise since defense spending 
is the biggest single item in the 
budget.

He told the jury "In my opinion 


all of the writing on the check is 
in the same hand of whoever wrote 
the deposit slip and the journal.

son doing the writing," he said.
